Help Yourself Policy Characterized 
the Reformation That Displayed 
Itself in Sacramento When the Law 
Makers Fondlied Leather-Covered 
Law Books Owned by the State. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


SACRAMENTO, April 14.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] One hundred and sev- 
enteen Legislators have evidently for- 
gotten a resolution adopted by both 
the Senate and the Assembly in the 
early days of the recent session. So 
engrossed were they in the final rush 
of legislation, perhaps, that they al- 
lowed a promise to the State to es- 
cape them. If so, they may be grate- 
ful for a reminder before another cam- 
paign comes around and brings back 
the time for digging up pledges broken 
and practices at cross purposes with 
preaching. Perish the thought that, 
the solemn promise in the first flush 
of militant reform was made to be for- 
gotten. 

At any rate there are 117 sets of 
California codes that have been car- 
ried away .to the four corners of the 
State and they are the very codes 
purchased for the use of the members 
during the session and to be sur- 
rendered to the State upon aJjourn- 
ment. They cost $18 per set. 

But the only way to locate them 
now would be to take a roster of the 
Legisiature and run down the home 
addresses of all but three members. 
They are not in the custody of the 
State for there are empty shelves that 
were made ready for them in the li- 
brary at the capitol when the resolu- 
tion was adopted and the law-makers 
took so determined a stand against 
the old custom of the unregenerate 
days. 

Three sets were turned into the u- 
brary by Legislators and are substan- 
i tial testimony that three members, twe 
Senators and an Assemblyman, kept 
| that resolution in their minds. One 
was relinquished by Senator Martinetif, 
| another by Senator Caminetti and a 
third by Assemblyman Chandler. Rut 
the others are gone and if they are 
not in the homes of offices of the 
members who poured eloquence on the

The abatement of the plague in 

Manchuria continues. In Chang Chun, 
which is now free from the disease, 
8500 deaths were officially recorded, 
but the melting of the snow is ex- 
pected to disclose many more dead 
bodies. 
Very old persons, tnfants and opium 
smokers are immune from the disease. 
It was common for strong men at- 
tacked by the plague to die in a half - 
hour. 

Kumataco Hisahara, in charge of 
the crematorium at Kudzuyabu, near 
the Saseby naval station, was arrest- 
ed March 23, charged with selling 
human flesh. According to the Koku- 
min and other Tokio papers, a domi- 
ciliary gearch resulted in the discovery 
of a rege quantity of clothing, a 
quantity of human flesh either toasted 
or salted, and ten human tongues, 
preserved in pots. These were at 
once confiscated by the authorities. 
It is further stated on March 11, the 
body of a bluejacket belonging to the 
cruiser Idgumo, who was accidentally 
killed the previous day, was brought 
to the Kudzayab crematorium. The 
accused in the evening took a quan- 
tity of flesh from the body and sub- 
sequentiy sold a portion of it for five 
yen tO a man named Yoshiro Mat- 
sunaga in Sasebo. Hisahara sold the 
flesh to persons who ate it as a rem- 


edy for disease. 8

Truc History of Magellan“ Voyage 

Around the Earth Is Just Published 

for the Firet Time. 

[BY DIRECT WIE" TO THE TIMES.) 

THE HAGUE (Holland) April 14.— 
[Exclusive Dispatch,] Although: nearly 
um vears have elapsed since Magellan 
sailed around the world, the true his- 
tery of the voyage has been published 
for the first time. Until recently no 
published document relating to the ex- 
pedition had ever been found, though 
it was known that an account had been 


Oliviera, because a lager writer of the 
same nationality quoted briefly from 
that work. 

Recently the long lost document was 
discovered in the University of Leyden 
library by the German Historian, Vogel, 
who immediately published a German 
translation of it in the Marine Rund- 
schau. Besides interesting particulars 
as to ship construction in those days, 
the document contains the whole story 
of.the first voyage around the world by 
Magellan. 
Certain indications make it probable 
that the actual writer of the account 
was a companion of the discoverer. As 
one of the oldest geographical papers 
extant it is considered to be of almost 
priceless value.

LULL FOLLOWS ST 


AMONG FRENCH WINE GROWERS. 


ORMY TIME 


PERNAY (Marne, France) April 14. 
E Calm prevailed during the night 
throughout the Department 
Marne, the scene of three days’ out+ 
break on the part of discontented wine 
growers, and the authorities this morn- 

ing are hopeful the rioting is over. 

The vote of the Chamber of Deputies 
in nullifying the, action of the Senate 
with reference to the delimitation of the 
champagne districts and the expressed 
intention of Premier Monis to refer the 
whole question to the Council of State 
for settlement, served to a large extent, 
it is believed, in appeasing the excited 
populace. 

The army corps sent to quell the out- 
break and prevent the further destruc- 
tion of property remains, however, for 
the time being, in the disturbed area. 

A force of gendarmes just before day- 
light this morning proceeded to Ven- 
teull, one of the wine depots on which 
the manifestants expecialiy directed 

their operations of destruction of the 
Wine presses and bottled champagne, 
and arrested two of the ringleaders. 

While the gendarmes were escorting 
the accused men to the police station, 
women rushed into the street and tried 
to tear tneriminatine documents from 
the arms of the public prosecutor. 

Military aeroplanes played a promi- 
ent role in the maneuvers of the troops 
when the rioting was at its height. 

The discontent of the wine growers 
in the French champagne region 
which culminated in violent disturb- | 
ances and the destruction of enormous 
quantities of champagne, was the re- 
sult of the suffering of the people in

ahd counterfeited wine. 

To protect the growers of real cham- 
pagne, the French government in 1907 
instituted an investigation. As the 
result of a year’s work of the inves- 
tigating committee, the government 
secured the passage of a law which 
provided an official label for real 
champagne and requiring that no 
wine should bear this label unless it 
were wholly the production of a speci- 
fic{district—a region within the limits 
of the Department of Marne. 

From the start the law delimiting 
the champagne country Was unpopu- 
lar, Dissatisfaction led to meetings of 
ordtest, the wine growers asserting 
that wre was imported into Marne, 


the government label. 

| Cwuonter demonstrations were begun 
in the Department of Aube, where the 
| vite growers clamored to have their 
department included in the delimited 
champagne district. 

Taking cognizance of the Aube grow- 
r, the French Senate, after a long 
liscussion, adopted a resolution April 
1 in favor of suppression of all terri- 
torial delimitation. As soon as the 
news of the Senate's action reached 
the Marne region, where it was re- 
warded as a deadly blow to their in- 
teretts and a concession to the rival 
‘nd. neighboring Department of Aube. 
ithe exasperated Marne wine growers 
rose; in arms and burned and sacked 
every Aube wine depot they could 
reach.

3 THE STORY. 


The story of the crowning of Joash is 
the culminating fact in a series of 
events wholly omitted from this scheme 
of lessons. To fall to notice them would 
be to break in upon the continuity of 
the history in such a way as to make 
Fit absolutely incomplete, and to render 
impossible an intelligent conception of 
the Divine activity in and through the 
chosen people. We must therefore in- 
troduce the study of the crowning by a 
resume of the events referred to. 

Taking up the story at the point 
where we left it in our last lesson, we

Elisha to Damascus itself, and of his 
meeting there with Hazael.
